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commiſſioners cannot juſtly be cenſured on account of 
any of the three firſt articles or charges: 
nat the committee had no evidence of incapacity in 
the ſaid com miſſioners, or either of them, ſave from Mr. 
John Nicholſon, one of their clerks, whoſe conduct had 
been complained of by them, and who had recriminated 
the ſaid commiſhoners previous to the giving his evidence : 
and beſides, the committee are not ſatisfied that he is a 
competent judge of this matter: |

S I R, 

A circular addreſs to the reſpective ſtates, of the gth day 
of November laſt, communicated a requiſition of Congreſs 
for the ſervice of the current year. This act and the ſyſ. 
tem of the 18th of March reſpecting our finances, include 
the principal means which their preſent powers have ena- 
bled Congreſs to adopt, for proſecuting the war ; meaſures 


attention and vigorous ſupport of the legiſlatures ; but 
Congreſs ought to be informed of their progreſs with the 
utmoſt preciſion. Both are neceſſary to the public credit, 
ro the ſucceſs uf our military operations, to the very ex- 
iſtence of our armies. By our act of the 21ſt of Octo- 
ber the ſtate agents are directed to tranſmit to the come 
mander in chief, and to the commiſlary general reſpective- 
ly, monthly returns of all ſupplies, which ſhall be drawn 
into their hands, ſpecifying' the articles aud the magazines 
where they ſhall be depoſited. It is equally incumbent 
on the ſtate treaſurers to make ſimilar returns to the board 
of treaſury of all the taxes which ſhall be brought into 
their reſpective offices and of the iſſues of the new 
emiſſions. Theſe are regulations which cannot be dil: 
penſed with, and it is recommended to the legiſlatures 
to enjoin them under ſuch penaltics, as will eufoice a 
prompt and-punctual obedience. 

Beſides thoſe ſupplies for the current year, which can- 
not be anticipated without the utmoſt danger, the pay iu 
arrear ta the army demanils your moſt ſerious conſidera- 
tion. The honour of government and military order and 


fund ſufficient for this and other purpoſes neglected ; for 
had the requiſitions for taxes prior to the act of the 18th 
of March been productive; had the warrants on the ſtate 
treaſurers for the balances of thoſe taxes, drawn ſo long 
ago as the firſt of July, been ſatisfied, a complaint of this 
nature could not have exiſted. $a 

We are not unapprized of the embarraſſments attend. 
ing the collection of taxes from the credit given on com- 
miſſaries and quartermaſter's certificates for the PII 
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of the army ; but it is manifeſt that Congreſs could not 
provide a remedy. It was found expedient to diſconti- 
nue the emiſſion of paper money, and from various 
cauſes, the public neceſſities were not relieved by loans, 
at the ſame time that the meaſure was embraced of ex- 
tinguiſhing thoſe certificates in the taxes. Hence the trea- 
ſury has been deſtitute of ſupply, almoſt every reſource 
being cut off at the ſame inſtant. In vain have we en- 
deavoured to obtain a knowledge of the amount of thuſe 
certificates, or how far they have been reduced; and 
they continue to obſtruct every plan which hath been de- 
viſed for reſtoring public credit and ſupporting the war. 
This is a ſubject to which the authority of the legiſla- 
tures alone is competent, and it will become their wiſdom 
and their zeal for the public ſervice to give it the fulleſt 
inveſtigation. 

In the, mean time an immediate proviſion for the 

pay of the army is indiſpenſably neceflary. We need 
not dwell upon the injuſtice or the probable effects of 
a delay, they are obvious and alarming: and we eat- 
neſtly call upon the ſeveral ſtates to deviſe prompt and 
efficient means for remitting to the paymaſter general, 
on warrants to be ifſued in his favour, the reſpective 
quotas aſſigned to them by the encloſed eſtimate. 
The neceflity of great and ſpirited exertions becomes 
every day more evident. While the cruel policy of our 
enemies raiſes univerſal indignation and abhorrence, it ad- 
moniſhes us that no time is to be loſt in reſcuing our bleed. 
ing country from deſolation, and eſtabliſhing its indepen. 
dence on the baſis of an honourable and permanent peace, 
However great may be the burthens which we are called 
upon to ſuſtain, let us remember that they are the price 
of liberty, and that they have been common to every peo- 
ple who have dared to ſtruggle for ſocial happineſs 
againft violence and oppreſſion. Let us reffect ou. our 
ſolemn engagements, to devote our lives and our fortunes 
to the beſt of cauſes : and we fhall find that we cannot be 
deſtitute of reſuurees. Let us review the paſt miſeries of 
a lingering war, and the danger of its further protracti- 
on, and we ſhall ſeize the golden opportunity of co operat- 
ing with our generous ally, by every poſſible effort to ren. 
der the approaching campaign glorious and deciſive. If 
we are unable in this ſtage of the conflict to defend our. 
felves by annual taxes; can we heſitate to interpoſe our 
Vor. VII. C. reſponſibility» 
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reſponſibility, or to contribute a portion of our capitals, 
Will a people whoſe fortitude and patriotiſm have excit- 
ed the admiration of Europe, languiſh at the bright dawn 
of triumph, and endanger the public happineſs by a ſel- 
fiſh parſimony ? While Congreſs entertain juſt ſentiments 
of their conſtituents there can be no place for fuch humi- 
liating apprehenſions. On the contrary, we ſhall look 
with confidence for a liberal compliance with every re- 
quiſition W the public exigencies dictate. Experience 
has pointed out the dangers to which we have been ex- 
poſed by a want of punctuality in former fupplies, and 
we are perſuaded that thoſe dangers will for the future 
be carefully prevented, | 
For our own part we have left nothing uneflayed to 
render the operations of the war more vigorous and ſuc- 
ceſsful. We have applied for naval ſuccours from abroad: 
if we no longer continue unfortunate in the importation, 
we ſhall not want a competent ſupply of cloathing, arms 
and ammunition. We are once wore attempting a fo- 
reign loan of ſpecie : we have pointed out and required 
the aids of men, proviſions and money, which in every 
event mult be produced from our own internal reſources. 
We have ſtrenuoufly urged upon the ſtates a punctual 
compliance on their part with thoſe requifitions. With 
the ſtates, who alone have authority to execute; with an 
enlightened people, who know how to eſtimate the bleſſ- 
 Ings for which we contend, it remains to give the meafures 
which we have recommended their full and ſeaſonable ef- 
fect.

and that the preſident do take the proper meaſures to la 

the ſame legally authenticated, and regiſtered in the pub- 
lic records of the ſtate of New-York. | 

The reaſons that induced your committee to recommend 
the acceptance of this ceſſion are, = 

It. It clearly appeared to your committee, that all the 
lands belonging to zthe Six Nations of Indians and their 
tributaries, have been in due form put under the Proeafe 
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of the crown of England by the ſaid Six Nations, as append 
ant to the late government of New-York, ſo far as reſpects 
juriſdiction only. 

2d. That the citizens of the ſaid colony of New-York, 
have borne the burthen, both as to blood and treaſure, ot 
protecting and ſupporting the faid Six Nations of Indians, 
and their tributaries for upwards of 100 years laſt paſt, as 
the dependants and allies of the ſaid government. : 

za. That the crown of England has always conſidered 
and treated the country of the ſaid Six Nations, and their 
tributaries, inhabiting as far as the 45th degree of north 
latitude, as appendant to the government of New-York. 

th. That the neighbouring cnlonies of Maſſachuſetts, 
Connecticut, Pennſylvania, Maryland and Virginia, have 
alſo from rime to time, by their public acts, recognized and 
admitted the ſaid Six Nations and their tributaries, to be 
appendant to the government of New-York. 

sth. That by Congreſs accepting this ceſſion the jariſ- 
dition of the whole weſtern territory, belonging to the Six 
Nations and their tributaries, will be veſted in the United 
States, greatly to the advantage of the union.

Gentlemen of the Congreſs, 

Since the alliance ſo happily concluded between the king 
my maſter, and the United States, you have taken too in- 
timate a part in every event which intereſted his glory and 
happineſs, not to learn with fincere joy, that providence 
has granted a dauphin to the wiſhes of the king your ally 
and to thoſe of France. His majeſty imparts this event, 
gentlemen, in the letter which I am directed to have the 
honour of delivering. 

The connections which unite the two nations, connec. 
tions formed in juſtice and humanity, and ſtrengthened 
by mutual intereſts, will be as durable as they are natural. 
The prince who is juſt born, will one day be the friend 
and ally of the United States. He will in his turn ops 
port them with all his power, and while in his dominion 
he ſhall be the father and protector of his people, he vil 
be here the ſupporter of your children and the guarantee 
of their freedom.

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The letter from His Moſt Chriſtian Majeſty was then de- 
livered and read, of which the ſollowing is a tranſlation : 
Very dear great friends and allies, | 

Sacisfied of the intereſt you take in every event which 
affects us, we are anxious to inform you of the precivus 
mark which divine providence has juſt given us of his 
goodneſs, and of the protection he has granted to our 
kingdom. We do not doubt that you will partake in the 
joy we feel on the birth of our fon the dauphin, of whom 
the queen, our molt dear ſpouſe, is juſt now happily deli - 
vered. You will eaſily be convinced of the pieaſure with 
which we ſhall receive every proof that you may give of 
your ſenlibilicy upon this occaſion.

priſoners of war, and of an exchange of a ſailor for a 
ſoldier, were equally inadmiffible ; fince a cartel acceded 
to on fuch grounds would render our victories fruitleſs, 
prolong the calamities of war, diſconrage the ardor ot 
our troaps, and endanger our national ſafety :

An Ordinance for regulating the Poll-Office of the United 
States of America. | 

Whereas the communication of intelligence with regu- 
larity and diſpatch, from one part tv another of theſe U- 
nited States, is efſentially requiſite to the ſafeiy as well as 
the commercial intereſt thereof; and the United States 
in Congreſs aſſembled, being, by the articles of confede- 
ration, veſted with the ſole and excluſive right and pow- 
er of eſtabliſhing and regulating poſt- offices throughont 
all theſe United States: and whereas it is become neceſ- 
ary to reviſe the ſeveral regulations heretutore made re- 
ailing to the polt office, and reduce them io cue act: 

Be it therefore ordained by the United States in Con- 
greſs allembled, and it is hereby ordaived by the auths- 
My of the lame, That a continued. communication of poſts 
iicuphourt theſe United States, ſhall be citabliſhed and 
maintained 
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maintained by and under the direction of the poſtmaſter © 
general of theſe United States, to extend to and from the 
ſtate of New Hampſhire and the ſtate of Georgia indy. 
ſive, and to and from ſuch other paris of theſe United 
States, as from time to time he ſhall judge neceſlary, or 
Congreſs ſhall direct. £ Fj Oo 
And be it further ordained by the authority aforeſaid, 
That the poſtmaſter general for the time being, ſhall 
from time to time, ſuperintend and direct the poſt, 
office in all its various departments and ſervices through. 
out the extent aforeſaid, agreeably to the rules and regy. 
Jations contained in this ordinauce ; and ſhall have full 
power and authority to-appoint a clerk or aſſiſtant to hin- 
felf, and ſuch and to many deputy poltmaſters as be ſhall 
think proper, ſor whoſe fidelity he ſhall be accountable; 
each of whom ſhall reſide at ſuch place as the poſtmaſter ge 
neral ſhall judge beſt ſuited to maintain a due and regiſat 
tranſportation and exchange of mails.

maiter general, his aſſiſtant, deputies, poſt and expreſs ri- 
ders, and meſſengers, and each and every of them, ſhall, 
without delay, rake and ſubſcribe the following oath, to 
wit, “ I, A. B. do ſolemnly and ſincerely ſwear, declare 
or affirm (as the caſe may require) that I will well 
and faithfully do, execute, perform and fulfil every dnty 
required of me, and abſtain from every act and thing for- 
bidden by a certain or dinange paſſed by the United States 
of America in Congreſs aſſemhled, on the 18th day of Oc- 
tober, 1782, entitled.“ an ordinance for regulating the 
poſt-office of the United States of America.” 

And be it further ordained by the authority aforeſaid, 
That if the poſtmaſter general ſhall be guilty of a breach 
of the ſaid oath or aftirmation or any part thereof, and be 
thereof conviR, he ſhall forfeit and pay one thonſand dol- 
lars, to be ſued for and recovered in an action of debt, in 
the ſtate where the offence ſhall be committed, by the trea- 
ſurer of the United States for the time being: and if any 
poſtmaſter, poſtrider, or other perſon employed in the 
poſt· office department, ſhall be guilty of a breach of the 
aid oath or affirmation or any part thereof, and be there 
of convict, each one ſo offending ſhall forfeit and pay three 
hundred dollars, to be ſued for and recovered in an acti- 
on of debt, in the ſtare where the « ffence ſhall be commit- 
ted, by the poſtmaſter general for the time being: all 
which forfeitures, when recovered and received, ſhall be

And be it further ordained by the authority aforeſaid, 
That if any perſon, not being a poſt or expres rider in 
the ſervice of the general poſt office, ſhall carry any let- 
ters, packets or other diſpatches from one place to another 
within theſe United Staces, on any of the poſt-roads, to any 
place within theſe United States, for hire or reward, ex- 
cept in caſes as is herein before excepted, or ſhall not, 
when bringing letters from beyond {ea tor hire or reward, 
deliver the ſame at the poſt office, if any there be, at the 
place of his or her arrival, he or ſhe ſhall, in each of the 
beforementioned caſes, torfeit and pay, for every ſuch of- 
fence, twenty dollars ; to be recovered by the poſtmaſter 
general, or any of his deputies, in an action of debt, in 
the ſtate wherein the offence ſhall have been committed, 
with coſts of ſuit; and applied towards the expences of the 
poſt· office, and be accounted for accordingly; and if ſuch 
offence ſhali have been committed by any perſon holding.

and quarterly accounts of the incomes and expenditures 
of their re:pective offices: and from thoſe and ſuch other

And be it further ordained by the authority aforeſaid,

each quarter, the poſtmaſter general ſhall cauſe to be pub.

venient paper, an advertiſement, informing that ſuch pas 
pers are in his poſſeſſion, and ſhall deliver ſuch letter and 
encloſures to the perſon or perſons to the whom the ſame 
ſhall be directed, or his, her or their order at the poſt ol.

packet and diſpatch, except dead letters, may and fhall 
be retained in the office where the ſame ſhall have arrived,

And be it ordained by the authority aforeſaid, That it 
ſhall and may be Jawtul for the poitmaſter general, or any 
of his deputies, to licenſe every poſtrider to carry any 
new papers to and from any place or places within theſe 
United States, at ſuch moderate rates as the poſtmaſter 
general ſhall eſtabliſh, he rendering the poſtriders accounts
